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Preface 


In 1666, Jean Talon organized the first census of the territory 
which, 200 years later, would become Canada. At that time, 
the census consisted of enumerating people living in the 
colony, and collecting information on their age, sex, marital 
Status, and occupation. Today, the census has become the 
main source of information on Canadians and their way of life. 


The census of Canada leads to the creation of many products. 
These include the Population and Dwelling Counts series, 
which contains nine publications and one electronic product. 
This series is designed in such a way as to present the 
distribution of the Canadian population in accordance with 
various geographic areas, as well as the number of dwellings 
in each of these areas. 


This particular publication deals with counts from the 1991 
Census for the country as a whole. It provides population and 
dwelling counts, as well as the percentage change in the 
population between 1986 and 1991, and the population 
density for census divisions and subdivisions. 

The population counts derived from the census of Canada are 
established in accordance with the enumeration method 
known as “de jure”. This method consists of enumerating 
people in their usual place of residence, regardless of where 
they are on the day of the census. Furthermore, the 
population counts in this series are based on the enumeration 
of the population as a whole and are not rounded.

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Préface 


En 1666, Jean Talon organisait le premier recensement du 
territoire qui allait devenir, quelque 200 ans plus tard, le 
Canada. Le recensement consistait alors à dénombrer les 
personnes qui habitaient la colonie et à recueillir des 
renseignements sur leur âge, leur sexe, leur état matrimonial 
et leur profession. De nos jours, le recensement est devenu 
la principale source d’information sur les Canadiens et leur 
mode de vie. 


Le recensement du Canada donne lieu à la parution de 
nombreux produits. Parmi ceux-ci figure la série Chiffres de 
population et des logements qui compte neuf publications 
ainsi qu'un produit électronique. Cette série est conçue de 
manière à présenter la répartition de la population 
canadienne selon différentes régions géographiques, de 
même que le nombre de logements pour chacune de ces 
régions. 


La présente publication traite des chiffres du recensement de 
1991 pour ensemble du pays. Elle donne les chiffres de 
population et des logements, la variation en pourcentage de 
la population entre 1986 et 1991 et la densité de la population 
pour les divisions et les subdivisions de recensement. 


Les chiffres de population du recensement du Canada sont 
établis selon une méthode de dénombrement appelée de 
jure. Cette méthode consiste à dénombrer les personnes à 
leur. domicile habituel, peu importe l'endroit où elles se 
trouvent te jour du recensement. Par ailleurs, les chiffres de 
population présentés dans cette série sont basés sur le 
dénombrement de l'ensemble de la population et ne sont pas 
arrondis.

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Highlights 


e Canada’s population, as enumerated in the 1991 Census, 
was 27,296,859, nearly 2 million (7.9%) more than in 1986. 


Among the provinces, the largest population increases 
occurred in British Columbia (13.8%), Ontario (10.8%) and 
Alberta (7.6%). 


Smaller increases occurred in Quebec (5.6%), Nova Scotia 
(3.1%), Manitoba (2.7%), Prince Edward Island (2.5%), and 
New Brunswick (2.0%), while Newfoundiand's population 
remained almost the same and Saskatchewan's declined 
by 2.0%. 


e In the territories, the population increased by 18.3% in 
Yukon Territory (to 27,797) and by 10.4% in the Northwest 
Territories (to 57,649). 


On June 4, 1991, Canada had a population density of 3.0 
persons per square kilometre. 


Of the five most populous municipalities in 1991, Toronto 
had the highest population density (6,540 persons per 
km?), followed by Montréal (5,741 persons per km?), 
Winnipeg (1,079 persons per km2), Calgary (1,019 persons 
per km?), and Edmonton (920 persons per km?). 


Among municipalities with a population of more than 
25,000 in 1991, the greatest population growth between 
1986 and 1991 occurred in five Ontario communities: 
Richmond Hill (71.4%), Vaughan (71.2%), Ajax (56.9%), 
Cumberland (50.7%) and Newcastle (45.2%). 


The largest population declines in municipalities with a 
population of over 25,000 in 1991 occurred in Sydney, Nova 
Scotia (-6.1%), Montréal-Nord, Quebec (-5.3%), and 
Moose Jaw, Saskatchewan (-4.2%). 


Among smaller municipalities (1991 population between 
5,000 and 25,000) the most rapid population growth 
occurred in four Quebec communities — Saint-Lazare 


(78.9%), La Plaine (76.4%), Le Gardeur (49.7%) and : 


Lachenaie (48.1%).

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Introduction 


This publication provides population and dwelling counts 
established by the 1991 Census of Canada. It shows 
population and dwelling counts for census divisions and 
census subdivisions. The geographic boundaries of these 
areas are those that were in force on January 1, 1991 
(geographic reference date tor the 1991 Census of Canada). 


Users of this publication may be interested in consulting the 
reference maps showing the name, boundaries, and location 
of census divisions and subdivisions (Catalogue No. 92-319). 


Organization of the Publication 


The tabies in this publication show 1986 and 1991 population 
counts for census divisions and subdivisions. This section 
ends with an alphabetical index of census subdivisions. 


Other reference data, such as a detailed definition of terms, 
and some explanations regarding the quality of the data, can 
be found at the end of the publication, immediately after the 
tables. 


Table Descriptions 


Table 1 contains the 1991 population counts for census 
divisions by province andterritory. The table also contains the 
1986 population counts, the percentage change in the 
population between 1986 and 1991, the number of dwellings 
in 1991, the land area, the population density, and the 
population ranking of the area at both the national and 
provincial levels. 


Table 2 is similar to Table 1, except that it deals with census 
subdivisions. These are grouped in alphabetical order within 
their respective census divisions. ‘ 


Table 3 contains an alphabetical index of the census 
subdivisions in Canada. It also includes the province, the 
census division, and, if applicable, the census metropolitan 
area and urban area where the census subdivision is located. 
A footnote referring to the corresponding page of Table 2 
facilitates consultation.

Description des tabieaux 


Le tableau 1 indique les chiffres de population de 1991 pour 
les divisions de recensement, selon les provinces et les 
territoires. Le tableau renferme aussi les chiffres de 
population de 1986, la variation en pourcentage de la 
population entre 1986 et 1991, le nombre de logements en 
1991, la superficie des régions, la densité de la population et 
le rang de la région, selon la population, aux niveaux national 
et provincial. 


Le tableau 2 est semblable au tableau 1 à la différence qu'il 
porte sur les subdivisions de recensement. Celles-ci sont 


regroupées, par ordre alphabétique, sous leur division de

Le tableau 3 constitue un index alphabétique des 
subdivisions de recensement du Canada. On y retrouve 
aussi la province, la division de recensement et, s’il y a lieu, 
la région métropolitaine de recensement et la région urbaine 
dans lesquelles se trouve la subdivision de recensement.

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Content Considerations 


It often happens that the names, boundaries, or other 
characteristics of geographic areas change (census 
subdivisions may amalgamate, or there may be an 
annexation, or change of name or status). Since the 
geographic framework is used for the census data collection, 
the geographic reference date must be set several months 
before the date of the census in order to have these changes 
made within the time limit. For the 1991 Census, the 
geographic reference date was January 1, 1991. 


Users wishing to compare 1991 Census data with those of 
other censuses should then take into account the fact that the 
boundaries of geographical units may change from one 
census to another. In order to facilitate comparison, the 1986 
Census population counts were included in this publication 
and were adjusted as needed to take into account boundary 
changes between the 1986 and 1991 Censuses. The 1986 
population counts that were adjusted are identified by the 
letter “A”. 


A detailed description of intercensal changes made to the 
geographical units can be found in the publication entitled 
Standard Geographical Classification, 1991, Volume Ill 
(Catalogue No. 12-573). 


Some Indian settlements and reserves were incompletely 
enumerated during the 1986 and/or 1991 Censuses (see 
“Special Notes”). These reserves and settlements are 
identified wherever they appear in the publication. 


As well, in 1986, estimates for the population of incompletely 
enumerated Indian reserves and settlements were produced. 
Although these estimates were not included in the official 
counts published in the 1986 Population and Dwelling Counts 
series, they appeared in an appendix at the 
provincial/territorial and at the national level. They were also 
included in the 1986 Canada’s Population from Ocean to 
Ocean publication as well as in the issue of the Statistics 


Canada Daily publicizing the release of population and. 


dwelling counts from the 1986 Census. Users should 
therefore be aware that the 1986 population counts shown in 
this publication (as well as calculations such as percentage 
change) will differ, at the provincial/territorial and national 
levels, from those shown in the above publications. 


The dwelling counts in this publication refer to ail private 
dwellings in Canada occupied by their usual residents, as well 
as temporary or foreign residents. The population counts 
correspond to people having their usual residence in Canada, 
plus Canadians living in other countries, but do not include

Given these differences, users will be well advised not to 
interpret population counts as being the number of people 
living in the reported dwellings. 


All land area measurements apply to the boundaries in force 
on January 1, 1991. The map scales used to measure land 
area vary greatly, and as much as possible, the land areas 
measured using a digital planimeter do not take into account 
large bodies of water. Non-—official measurements of area 
provided by the census of Canada are used only to calculate 
data on population density. Official measurements of the land 
area of Canada, the provinces and the territories are 
established by the Surveys, Mapping and Remote Sensing 
Sector of the Department of Energy, Mines and Resources 
Canada.

Land Area 


Gross 


Refers to area measurement in square kilometres, including 
bodies of water. 


All land area measurements of geographical units apply to the 
limits in effect on January 1, 1991, the geographic reference date 
for the 1991 Census of Canada. 


The map scales used to measure land area generally vary 
between 1:50,000 and 1:250,000. In densely populated urban 
areas and in sparsely populated areas, larger or smaller scales 
are sometimes used. 


Net 


Refers to land area measurement in square kilometres and 
excludes discernible bodies of water as found on the maps used 
to calculate land area. 


All land area measurements apply to the limits in effect on 
January 1, 1991, the geographic reference date for the 1991 
Census of Canada. 


The map scales used to measure land area generally vary 
between 1:50,000 and 1:250,000. In densely populated urban 
areas and in sparsely populated areas, larger or smaller scales 
are sometimes used. 


Population Density 


Refers to the number of persons per square kilometre of net land 
area. 


Private Dwelling 


Refers to a separate set of living quarters with a private entrance 
either from outside or from a common hall, lobby, vestibule or 
stairway inside the building. The entrance to the dwelling must 
be one which can be used without passing through the living 
quarters of someone else. The dwelling must meet the three 
conditions necessary for year-round use: 


(i) a source of heat or power (as evidenced by chimneys, 
power lines, oil or gas pipes or meters, generators, 
woodpiles, electric lights, solar heating panels, etc.); 


(ii) access to a source of drinking water throughout the 
year (as evidenced by faucets, drain pipes, wells, water 
pumps, etc.); 

(iii) an enclosed space that provides shelter from the 


elements (as evidenced by complete and enclosed 
walls, by a roof and by doors and windows that provide 
protection from wind, rain and snow). 
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The census classifies private dwellings into regular private 
dwellings, marginal dwellings and dwellings under construction. 
Regular private dwellings are further classified into three major 
groups: occupied dwellings (occupied by usual residents), 
unoccupied dwellings and dwellings occupied by foreign and/or 
temporary residents. Marginal dwellings and dwellings under 
construction are classified as occupied by usual residents or by 
foreign and/or temporary residents. Marginal dwellings and 
dwellings under construction that were unoccupied on Census 
Day are not counted in the housing stock. 


Province 


Refers to the major political division of Canada. From a statistical 
point of view, it is a basic unit for which data are tabulated and 
cross-classified. 


Territory 


Refers to two major political divisions of Canada, namely Yukon 
and Northwest Territories. From a statistical point of view, these 
territories are equivalent to provinces, i.e. a basic unit for which 
data are tabulated and cross-classified. 


Urban Area (UA) 


The general concept of an urban area (UA) is that of an area 
containing a dense concentration of population. 


Statistics Canada defines an urban area as an area which has 
attained a population concentration of at least 1,000, and a 
population density of at least 400 per square kilometre, at the 
previous census. All territory lying outside urban areas is 


” considered rural. Taken together, urban and rural areas cover all 


of Canada. 


Urban areas separated by gaps of less than two kilometres are 
combined to form a single urban area. 


Data Quality 


General 


The 1991 Census was a large and complex undertaking and, 
while considerable effort was taken to ensure high standards 
throughout all collection and processing operations, the resulting 
estimates are inevitably subject to a certain degree of error. 
Users of census data should be aware such error exists, and 
have some appreciation of its main components, so that they can 
assess the usefulness of census data for their purposes and the 
risks involved in basing conclusions or decisions on these data. 


Errors can arise at virtually every stage of the census process 


from the preparation of materials, through the listing of dwellings 


and data collection to processing. Some errors occur more or 
less at random, and when the individual responses are 
aggregated for a sufficiently large group, such errors tend to 
cancel out. For errors of this nature, the larger the group, the 
more accurate the corresponding estimate. It is for this reason 
that users are advised to be cautious when using small 
estimates. There are some errors, however, which might occur 
more systematically, and which result in “biased” estimates. 
Because the bias from such errors is persistent no matter how

large the group for which responses are aggregated, and 
because bias is particularly difficult to measure, systematic 
errors are a more serious problem for most data users than the 
random errors referred to previously. 


For census data in general, the principal types of error are as 
follows: 


- coverage errors, which occur when dwellings and/or 
individuals are missed, incorrectly included or double 
counted; 


- non-response errors, which result when responses cannot 
be obtained from a small number of households and/or 
individuals, because of extended absence or some other 
reasons; 


- response errors, which occur when the respondent, or 
sometimes the Census Representative, misunderstands a 
census question, and records an incorrect response; 


- processing errors, which can occur at various steps 
including: coding, when “write-in” responses are 
transformed into numerical codes by clerks; data capture, 
when responses are transferred from the census 
questionnaire to computer tapes by key-entry operators; and 
imputation when a “valid”, but not necessarily correct, 
response is inserted into a record by the computer to replace 
missing or “invalid” data (“valid” and “invalid” referring to 
whether or not the response is consistent with other 
information on the record); 


+ sampling errors, which apply only to the supplementary 
questions on the “long form” asked of a one-fifth sample of 
households, and which arise from the fact that the results for 
these questions, when weighted up to represent the whole 
population, inevitably differ somewhat from the results which 
would have been obtained if these questions had been asked 
of all households. 


The above types of error each have both random and systematic 
components. Usually, however, the systematic component of 
sampling error is very small in relation to its random component. 
For the other non-sampling errors, both random and systematic 
components may be significant. 


Coverage Errors 


Coverage errors affect the accuracy of the census counts, that 


is the sizes of the various census universes: population, families, 
households and dwellings. While steps have been taken to 
correct certain identifiable errors, the final counts are still subject 
to some degree of error resulting from persons or dwellings being 
missed, incorrectly included in the census or double counted. 


Missed dwellings or persons result in undercoverage. 
Dwellings can be missed because of misunderstanding of 
enumeration area (EA) boundaries, or because dwellings are 
hidden or appear uninhabitable. Persons can be missed when 
their dwelling is missed or classified as vacant, or when 
individual household members are omitted from the 
questionnaire because the respondent misinterprets the 
instructions on whom to include. Some individuals may be 
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missed because they have no usual residence and did not spend 
census night in any dwelling. 


Dwellings or persons that are incorrectly included or double 
counted result in overcoverage. Overcoverage of dwellings can 
occur when structures unfit for habitation are listed as dwellings, 
or when units which do not meet the census definition of a 
dwelling are listed separately instead of being treated as part of 
a larger dwelling. Double counting of dwellings can occur, for 
example, because of ambiguity over EA boundaries. Persons 
can be double counted because their dwelling is double counted 
or because the guidelines on whom to include on the 
questionnaire have been misunderstood. Occasionally, 
someone who is not in the census population universe, such as 
a foreign resident or a fictitious person, may, incorrectly, be 
enumerated in the census. On average, overcoverage is less 
likely to occur than undercoverage and, as a result, counts of 
dwellings and persons are likely to be slightly underestimated. 


In 1991, four studies were undertaken to measure different 
aspects of coverage error. First, a sample of dwellings listed as 
vacant was revisited to verify that they really were vacant on 
Census Day. Adjustments have been made to the final census 
counts for households and persons missed because their 
dwelling was incorrectly classified as vacant. Second, a sample 
of persons enumerated as temporary residents was selected to 
verify whether or not they were enumerated at their usual place 
ofresidence. Based on this sample, estimates were obtained of 
the number of persons missed because they were temporarily 
absent from their usual place of residence. Corresponding 
adjustments were made to the final population counts. Despite 
these adjustments, the final counts are still subject to some 
undercoverage. For Canada as a whole and for each province 
and territory, the magnitude of this residual undercoverage in the 
1991 Census is being measured by means of a special study 
known as the Reverse Record Check. Undercoverage tends to 
be higher for certain segments of the population such as young 
adult males and recent immigrants. The fourth study, known as 
the Overcoverage Study, . is designed to investigate 
overcoverage errors. The results of the Reverse Record Check 
and the Overcoverage Study, when taken together, furnish an 
estimate of net undercoverage. : 


Other Non-Sampling Errors 


While coverage errors affect the number of units in the various 
census universes, other errors affect the characteristics of those 
units. 


Sometimes, it is not possible to obtain a complete response from 
a household, even though the dwelling was identified as 
occupied and a questionnaire dropped off. The household 
members may have been away throughout the census period or, 
in rare instances, the householder may have refused to complete 
the form. More frequently, the questionnaire is returned but 
information is missing for some questions or individuals. 
Considerable effort is devoted to ensure as complete a response 
as possible. Census representatives edit the questionnaires and 
follow up any missing information. The Census Representative’s 
work is then checked by both a supervisor and a quality control 
technician. Despite this, at the end of the collection stage, a small 
number of responses is still missing. Although missing entries 
are eliminated during processing by replacing a missing value by 
the corresponding entry for a “similar” record, there remain some 
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potential non-response errors. This is particularly serious if the 
non-respondents differ in some respects from the respondents, 
since this procedure will result in non-response bias. 


Even when a response is obtained, it may not be entirely 
accurate. The respondent may have misinterpreted the question 
or may have guessed the answer, especially when answering on 
behalf of another, possibly absent, household member. Such 
errors are referred to as response errors. While response 
errors usually arise from inaccurate information provided by 
respondents, they can also result from mistakes by the Census 
Representative when completing certain parts of the 
questionnaire, such as structural type of dwelling, or when calling 
back to obtain a missing response. 


Some of the questions on the census document require a written 
response. During processing, these “write-in” entries are given 
a numeric code. Coding errors can occur, especially when the 
code list is extensive (as with, for example, language, ethnic 
origin, industry and occupation), and when the written response 
is ambiguous, incomplete or difficult to read. Coding errors are 
controlled, though not completely eliminated, by verifying a 
sample of each coder’s work and taking corrective action where 
necessary. For the first time in 1991, much of the coding was 
automated, partly in an effort to reduce the extent of coding 
errors. 


After the coding and certain other manual processing steps are 
complete, the information on the questionnaires is key-entered 
onto a computer file. Two procedures are used to control the 
number of data capture errors. First, certain edits (such as 
range checks) are performed as the data are keyed. Second, a 
sample from each batch of documents is re-keyed and compared 
with the original entries. If there is more than a specified number 
of errors among the original entries, the whole batch is re-keyed. 


Once the data have been captured, they are sent to Ottawa 
where they undergo a series of computer checks to identify 
missing or inconsistent responses. In the case of inconsistent 
responses, it has first to be decided which response is to be 
considered invalid. Invalid or missing responses must then be 
replaced by valid responses, that is, responses which are 
consistent with other data on the record. For a small proportion 
of cases, the correct response can be inferred from other data on 
the record. In most cases, however, this is not possible and a 
valid response is obtained from a “donor record selected at 
random from among a group of consistent records which are 
similar to the invalid record in terms of a number of related 
characteristics. There is, of course, no guarantee that the 
imputed value will necessarily be the correct response for the 
individual concerned. However, provided the missing or invalid 
records are similar, on average, to the valid records, any 
imputation errors will more or less cancel out when results are 
tabulated for a sufficiently large geographic area or population 
subgroup. 


Various studies are being carried out to evaluate the quality of the 
responses obtained in the 1991 Census. For each question, 
response rates and edit failure rates have been calculated. 
These can be useful in identifying the potential for non-response 
and other errors. Also, tabulations from the 1991 Census have 
been or will be compared with corresponding estimates from 
previous censuses, from sample surveys (such as the Labour 
Force Survey) and from various administrative records (such as 
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birth registrations and municipal assessment records). Such 
comparisons can indicate potential quality problems or at least 
discrepancies between the sources. 


in addition to these aggregate-level comparisons, there are 
some micromatch studies in progress, in which census 
responses are compared with another source of information at 
the individual record level. For certain “stable” characteristics 
(such as age, sex, mother tongue, place of birth), the responses 
obtained in the 1991 Census, for a sample of individuals, are 
being compared with those for the same individuals in the 1986 
Census. Also, following the 1991 Census, a sample of persons 
was re-enumerated, primarily to determine overcoverage rates. 
At the same time, however, interviewers. asked a series of 
detailed questions on language, ethnic origin and marital status; 
the responses will be compared with the corresponding census 
responses in order to identify, and hopefully understand, 
response errors. 


Special Notes 


Population Counts Based on Usual Residence 


The population counts shown here for a particular area represent 
the number of Canadians whose usual place of residence is in 
that area, regardiess of where they happened to be on Census 
Day. Also included are any Canadians staying in a dwelling in 
that area on Census Day and having no usual place of residence 
elsewhere in Canada, as well as those considered 
“non-permanent residents” (see note on this group). in most 
areas, there is little difference between the number of usual 
residents and the number of people staying in the area on 
Census Day. For certain places, however, such as tourist or 
vacation areas, or those including large work camps, the number 
of people staying in the area at any particular time could 
significantly exceed the number of usual residents shown here. 


incompletely Enumerated Indian Reserves and 
Indian Settlements 


On some Indian reserves and indian settlements (a total of 78) 
in the 1991 Census, enumeration was not permitted, or was 
interrupted before it could be completed, or the quality of the 
collected data was considered inadequate. These geographic 
areas are called incompletely enumerated Indian reserves and 
Indian settlements. 


Data for 1991 are therefore not available for the incompletely 
enumerated reserves and settlements and are not included in 
tabulations. Data for geographic areas containing one or more 
of these reserves and settlements are therefore noted 
accordingly. Because of the missing data, users are cautioned 
that for the affected geographic areas, comparisons (e.g., 
percentage change) between 1986 and 1991 are not exact. 
While for higher level geographic areas (Canada, provinces, 
census metropolitan areas and census agglomerations) the 
impact of the missing data is very small, the impact can be 
significant for smaller areas, where the affected reserves and 
settlements account for a higher proportion of the population. 


A list of the Indian reserves and settlements along with 
Population and Occupied Private Dwellings Counts from the last 
two censuses (where available) has been compiled and is shown 
in Appendix 1. 
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À list of incompletely enumerated Indian reserves and Indian 
settiements is shown in Appendix 2 together with the province, 
census division and, where applicable, the census metropolitan 
area or census agglomeration (CMA/CA) in which each is 
located. 


Non-permanent Residents 


in 1991, for the first time, the census of population included both 
permanent and non-permanent residents of Canada. 
Non-permanent residents are persons who hold student or 
employment authorizations, Minister's permits or who are 
refugee claimants. 


Prior to 1991, only permanent. residents of Canada were 
included in the census. (The only exception to this was 1941 ) 
Non-permanent residents were considered foreign residents 
and were not enumerated. 


Today in Canada, non-permanent residents make up a growing 
segment of the population. Their presence can affect the 
demand for such government services as health care, schooling, 
employment programs and language training. The inclusion of 
non-permanent residents in the 1991 Census will also facilitate 
comparisons with provincial and territorial statistics (marriages, 
divorces, births’and deaths) which include this population. in 
addition, the census definition is now closer to the UN 
recommendation that long-term residents (persons living in a 
country for one year or longer) be enumerated. 


Total population counts, as well as counts for all variables 
collected on a 100% basis, e.g., age, sex, mother tongue and 
marital status, will be affected by the change in the 1991 Census 
universe. Until immigration data are released, it will not be 
possible to know the extent to which differences in the counts are 
due to the inclusion of non-permanent residents or other factors. 
Users should be especially careful when comparing data from 
1991 and previous censuses in geographic areas where there is 
a concentration of non-permanent residents. These include the 
major metropolitan areas in Ontario, Quebec and British 
Columbia. 


Although every attempt has been made to enumerate 
non-permanent residents, factors such as language difficulty 
and the reluctance to complete a government form or 
understand the need to participate may affect the enumeration 
of this population. Non-permanent residents can only be 
identified through the long questionnaire completed by 20 per 
cent of Canadian households. An estimate of the size of this 
population group will not be known until the release of census 
data on immigration in December 1992. 


Census Subdivision Data 


In a few cases, errors have been found in the 1991 counts for 
certain census subdivisions. Due to operational constraints, it 
was not possible to make adjustments to the 1991 Census data 
shown in the tables for these individual areas. Data for the 
following census subdivisions are known to be in error at the time 
of printing. For these areas, the original and revised population 
and dwelling counts are shown.

Terme générique qui désigne les régions géographiques 
établies en vertu de lois provinciales et qui constituent les 
régions intermédiaires entre la subdivision de recensement et la 
province (par exemple, divisions, comtés, districts régionaux, 
municipalités régionales et sept autres genres de régions 
géographiques formées de groupes de subdivisions de 
recensement). 


Les lois provinciales de Terre-Neuve, du Manitoba, de la 
Saskatchewan et de l'Alberta ne prévoient pas la création de ces 
régions administratives. C'est pourquoi les divisions de 
recensement ont été établies par Statistique Canada en 
collaboration avec les provinces. 


Établissement Indien

Logement privé 


Ensemble distinct de pièces d'habitation ayant une entrée privée 
donnant sur l'extérieur ou sur un corridor, un vestibule ou un 
escalier commun à l'intérieur. L'entrée doit donner accès au 
logement sans que l’on ait à passer par les pièces d'habitation 
de quelqu'un d'autre. Le logement doit répondre aux trois 
conditions qui le rendent propre à l'habitation durant toute 
l’année : 

(1) avoir une source de chauffage ou d'énergie (comme en 
atteste la présence d’une cheminée, de fils électriques, de 
tuyaux ou compteurs pour l'huile [le mazout] ou le gaz, d'une 
génératrice, de bois de chauffage, d’ampoules électriques, de 
panneaux solaires, etc.) ; 


(2) avoir accès à une source d’eau potable toute l'année 
(comme en atteste la présence de robinets, de tuyaux 
d'écoulement, d'un puits, d'une pompe à eau, etc.) ;

Aux fins du recensement, on classe les logements privés comme 
logements privés ordinaires, logements marginaux et logements 
en construction.

Province 


Principale division politique du Canada. Du point de vue 
statistique, il s’agit d’une unité de base selon laquelle les 
données sont totalisées et recoupées. 


Région géographique 


Toute région géographique délimitée ou utilisée pour la coliecte, 
la totalisation, l'analyse et la diffusion des données du 
recensement. se 


Région métropolitaine de recensement (RMR) 


Le concept général de région métropolitaine de recensement 
(RMR) s'applique à un grand noyau urbain ainsi qu'aux régions 
urbaines et rurales adjacentes dont le degré d'intégration 
économique et sociale avec ce noyau urbain est très élevé. 


Une RMR est délimitée à partir d'un noyau urbanisé lorsque ce 
dernier compte au moins 100,000 habitants, d'après les 
résultats du dernier recensement. Lorsqu'une région devient 
une RMR, elle continue de faire partie du programme méme si, 
ultérieurement, elle subit une baisse de population. 


Les régions urbaines de plus petite taille, dont le noyau urbanisé 
compte au moins 10,000 habitants, sont comprises dans le 
programme des agglomérations de recensement (AR). 


Région urbaine (RU) 


Le concept général de région urbaine (RU) s’applique à une 
région dont la concentration démographique est élevée. 


Statistique Canada définit une région urbaine comme une région 
ayant atteint une concentration démographique d'au moins 
1,000 habitants et dont la densité de population est d'au moins 
400 habitants au kilomètre carré, d'après les résultats du 
recensement précédent. Tout territoire situé à l'extérieur des 
régions urbaines est considéré comme région rurale. Ensemble, 
les régions urbaines et rurales représentent toute la superficie 
du Canada. 


Les régions urbaines séparées par des espaces libres de moins 
de deux kilomètres sont combinées pour former une seule 
région urbaine. 


Réserve Indienne 


Territoire dont le titre légal de propriété appartient à Sa Majesté 
la Reine, qui a été réservé à l'usage et au profit d'une bande 
indienne et qui est assujetti aux termes de la Loi sur les Indiens. 
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Puisque les réserves indiennes échappent généralement à la 
compétence des autorités locales et sont administrées par le 
ministère des Affaires indiennes et du Nord Canada (AINC), 
elles sont considérées par Statistique Canada comme des 
Subdivisions de recensement (SDR). 


Subdivision de recensement (SDR) 


Terme générique qui désigne les municipalités (telles que 
définies par les lois provinciales) ou leur équivalent, par exemple 
les réserves indiennes, les établissements indiens et les 
territoires non organisés.

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Qualité des données 
Généralités 


Le recensement de 1991 a été une entreprise complexe et de 
grande envergure. Bien que l'on ait déployé des efforts 
considérables pour assurer le respect des normes élevées tout 
au cours des opérations de la collecte et du traitement, il est 
inévitable que les estimations résultantes soient entachées 
d'erreurs. ll faut que les utilisateurs des données du 
recensement sachent que ces erreurs existent et qu’ils aient une 
idée générale de ses principales composantes afin d’étre en 
mesure de déterminer si les données produites peuvent leur être 

utiles et d'évaluer les risques auxquels ils s "exposent en tirant 
des conclusions ou en prenant des décisions à partir de ces 
données. 


Des erreurs peuvent se produire pratiquement à toutes les 
étapes du recensement, depuis la préparation des documents 
jusqu'au traitement des données, en passant par l'établissement 
des listes de logements et la collecte des données. Certaines 
erreurs, qui surviennent plus ou moins au hasard, ont tendance 
à s'annuler lorsque les réponses fournies par les divers 
répondants sont agrégées pour un groupe assez important. 
Dans le cas des erreurs de cette nature, l'estimation 
correspondante sera d'autant plus précise que le groupe visé 
sera grand. C’est pourquoi on conseille aux utilisateurs de faire 
preuve de prudence lorsqu'ils utilisent des estimations relatives 
à de petits groupes. Toutefois, certaines erreurs peuvent 
survenir de façon plus systématique et introduire un «biais» dans 
les estimations. Comme ce biais persiste quelle que soit la taille 
du groupe pour lequel les réponses sont agrégées et comme il 
est particulièrement difficile d'en mesurer l'importance, les 
erreurs systématiques posent pour la plupart des utilisateurs de 
données des problèmes plus graves que les erreurs aléatoires 
mentionnées plus haut. 


En ce qui concerne les données du recensement en général, les 
principaux types d'erreur sont les suivants : 


— leserreurs de couverture quise produisent lorsqu’on oublie 
des logements eV/ou des personnes, qu'on les englobe à tort 
ou qu'on les compte deux fois; 


~ les erreurs dues à la non-réponse qui surviennent lorsque 
lon n'a pu obtenir de réponses d’un petit nombre de 
ménages et/ou de personnes en raison d'une absence 
prolongée ou pour toute autre raison; 


— les erreurs de réponse qui surviennent lorsque le 
répondant, ou parfois le recenseur, a mal interprété une 
question du recensement et a inscrit une mauvaise réponse; 


— les erreurs de traitement qui peuvent se produire à diverses 
étapes, notamment au codage, lorsque les commis 
convertissent en codes numériques les réponses en lettres: 
à la saisie des données, lorsque les préposés à l'entrée des 
données transfèrent sur bandes pour ordinateur les 
réponses figurant au questionnaire du recensement, à 
limputation, lorsqu'une réponse «valide», mais pas 
nécessairement exacte, est insérée dans un enregistrement 
par ordinateur pour remplacer une réponse manquante ou 
«invalide» («valides» et «invalides» renvoient à la cohérence 
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de la réponse, compte tenu des autres renseignements 
compris dans l'enregistrement); 


— les erreurs d’échantillonnage qui s'appliquent uniquement 
aux questions supplémentaires figurant dans le 
questionnaire complet distribué à un échantillon de un 
cinquième des ménages; elles résultent du fait que les 
réponses à ces questions, une fois pondérées pour 
représenter l'ensemble de la population, diffèrent 
inévitablement des résultats que l’on aurait obtenus si lon 
avait posé ces questions à tous les ménages. 


Les types d'erreur mentionnés plus haut ont tous une 
composante aléatoire et une composante systématique. 
Toutefois, la composante systématique de l'erreur 
d'échantillonnage est d'ordinaire très petite comparativement à 
sa composante aléatoire. Dans le cas des autres erreurs non 
dues à échantillonnage, tant la composante aléatoire que la 
composante systématique peuvent être importantes. 


Erreurs de couverture 


Les erreurs de couverture ont une incidence directe sur la 
précision des chiffres du recensement, c'est-à-dire sur la taille 
des divers univers du recensement : la population, les familles, 
les ménages et les logements. Bien que des mesures aient été 
prises pour corriger certaines erreurs identifiables, les chiffres 
définitifs sont toujours entachés d’une certaine erreur découlant 
du fait que des personnes ou des logements ont été oubliés, 
englobés à tort dans le recensement ou comptés deux fois. 


L'oubli de logements ou de personnes se traduit par un 
sous-dénombrement. Des logements peuvent être oubliés en 
raison d’une mauvaise interprétation des limites du secteur de 
dénombrement (SD), ou du fait qu'ils sont cachés ou semblent 
inhabitables. Des personnes peuvent être oubliées parce que 
leur logement est oublié ou classé comme inoccupé ou quand 
certains membres du ménage sont omis sur le questionnaire 
parce que le répondant a mal interprété les instructions 
concernant les personnes à inclure. Enfin, certaines personnes 
peuvent être oubliées parce qu'elles n'ont pas de domicile 
habituel et qu’elles n'ont pas passé la nuit du recensement dans 
un logement. 


Le dénombrement à tort ou le double compte de logements ou 
de personnes se traduit par un surdénombrement. || peut y 
avoir surdénombrement des logements lorsque des 
constructions impropres à l'habitation sont classées comme 
logements ou lorsque des unités d'habitation ne répondant pas 
à la définition du logement retenue pour les fins du recensement 
sont comptées séparément plutôt que d’être considérées 
comme faisant partie d’un logement plus grand. Il peut y avoir 
double compte des logements lorsqu'il existe, par exemple, une 
certaine ambiguïté au sujet des limites des SD. Les personnes 
peuvent être comptées deux fois parce que leur logement a été 
compté deux fois ou parce que les lignes directrices concernant 
les personnes à inscrire dans le questionnaire ont été mal 
interprétées. À l’occasion, il arrive qu’une personne ne faisant 
pas partie de l'univers du recensement, comme un résident 
étranger ou une personne fictive, soit dénombrée à tort. En 
moyenne, le surdénombrement est moins susceptible de se 
produire que le sous-dénombrement; les chiffres des logements 
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et des personnes sont donc probablement légèrement 
sous-estimés. 


En 1991, quatre études ont été entreprises afin d'évaluer les 
différents aspects de l'erreur de couverture. Premièrement, on 
a visité de nouveau un échantillon de logements classés comme 
inoccupés afin de vérifier s'ils étaient réellement inoccupés le 
jour du recensement. Les chiffres définitifs du recensement ont 
ensuite été corrigés pour tenir compte des personnes ou des 
ménages oubliés parce que leur logement a été classé par erreur 
comme inoccupé. Deuxièmement, on a prélevé un échantillon 
de personnes dénombrées comme résidents temporaires afin 
de vérifier si elles avaient ou non été dénombrées à leur domicile 
habituel. À partir de cet échantillon, on a établi des estimations 
du nombre de personnes oubliées parce qu'elles étaient 
temporairement absentes de leur domicile habituel, puis.on a 
rectifié les chiffres définitifs de population en conséquence. 
Maigré ces rectifications, les chiffres définitifs sont encore sujets 
à un certain sous-dénombrement. Une troisième étude, connue 
sous le nom de contre-vérification des dossiers, est réalisée 
pour déterminer l'importance de ce sous-dénombrement 
résiduel, pour le Canada dans son ensemble ainsi que pour 
chaque province et territoire, à l'occasion du recensement de 
1991. Le sous-dénombrement tend à être plus élevé pour 
certains segments de la population comme les jeunes adultes de 
sexe masculin et les personnes récemment immigrées. La 
quatrième étude, connue sous le nom d'étude du 
surdénombrement, a pour objet d'étudier les erreurs de 


surdénombrement. Ensemble, les résultats de la 
contre-vérification des dossiers et de l'étude du 
surdénombrement fournissent une estimation du 


sous-dénombrement net. 


Autres erreurs non dues à I’échantillonnage 


Alors que les erreurs de couverture ont une incidence sur le 
nombre d'unités comprises dans les divers univers du 
recensement, les autres erreurs influent sur les chiffres relatifs 
aux caractéristiques de ces unités. 


Il est parfois impossible d'obtenir une réponse complète d’un 
ménage, même si le logement a été classé comme étant occupé 
et un questionnaire a été livré. Il se peut que les membres du 
ménage aient été absents pendant toute la période du 
recensement ou, en de rares occasions, que le membre 
responsable du ménage ait refusé de remplir le questionnaire. 
Il arrive pius souvent que le questionnaire soit retourné, mais 
qu'il y manque des données à certaines questions ou pour 
certaines personnes. Des efforts considérables sont déployés 
afin d'obtenir une réponse la plus complète possible. Les 
recenseurs contrôlent les questionnaires et assurent un suivi à 
l'égard de toute information manquante. Le travail du recenseur 
est ensuite vérifié tant par un surveillant que par un technicien 
du contrôle qualitatif. Malgré tout, il existe toujours un petit 
nombre de réponses manquantes à la fin de l'étape de la 
collecte. Bien que les entrées manquantes soient éliminées en 
cours de traitement en remplaçant chaque valeur manquante 
par la valeur correspondante figurant dans un enregistrement 
«similaire», il est possible que certaines erreurs de 
non-réponse s'y glissent. Cela est particulièrement grave 
lorsque les personnes non répondantes diffèrent des 
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que l'on entend par une réponse invalide. 


répondants sous certains aspects; en effet, cette procédure se 
traduira par l'introduction d’un biais de non-réponse. 


Même lorsqu'une réponse est obtenue, it se peut qu’elle ne soit 
pas tout à fait exacte. Il est possible que le répondant ait mal 
interprété la question ou ait donné une réponse au jugé, surtout 
lorsqu'il répondait pour le compte d'un autre membre du 
ménage, qui était peut-être absent. Ces erreurs sont désignées 
sous le nom d'erreurs de réponse. Bien que ces erreurs 
surviennent d'ordinaire du fait que les répondants aient fourni 
des renseignements inexacts, elles peuvent aussi résulter 
d'erreurs commises par les recenseurs en remplissant certaines 
parties du questionnaire, comme le type de construction 
résidentielle, ou au moment du rappel effectué pour obtenir une 
réponse manquante. 


Certaines questions du questionnaire du recensement 
nécessitent une réponse en lettres. Pendant le traitement, on 
attribue un code numérique à ces réponses. il est possible que 
des erreurs de codage surviennent, surtout lorsque la liste de 
codes est longue (comme dans le cas de la langue, de l'origine 
ethnique, de l’industrie et de la profession) et que la réponse 
écrite est ambigué, incomplète ou difficile à lire. On limite le 
nombre d'erreurs de codage, sans toutefois l'éliminer 
complètement, en vérifiant un échantillon du travail de chaque 
codeur et en prenant des mesures correctives au besoin. Pour 
la première fois en 1991, une grande partie des tâches de 
codage ont été automatisées afin, entre autres, de réduire le 
nombre d'erreurs de codage. 


Une fois le codage et certaines autres tâches de traitement 
manuel terminés, les renseignements figurant dans les 
questionnaires sont introduits sur clavier dans un fichier 
informatique. Deux méthodes de résolution ordonnée sont 
utilisées pour limiter le nombre d'erreurs à la saisie des 
données. Dans un premier temps, certains contrôles (comme 
des vérifications d’étendue) sont effectués à mesure que les 
données sont entrées. Dans un second temps, on introduit de 
nouveau sur clavier un échantillon tiré de chaque lot de 
documents, puis on compare les entrées résultantes aux 
entrées initiales. Si le nombre d'erreurs relevées au sein des 
entrées initiales dépasse un seuil prédéterminé, on reprend 
l'introduction sur clavier des données de tout le lot de 
documents. 


Une fois les données saisies, elles sont envoyées à Ottawa où 
elles sont soumises à une série de contrôles informatiques 
visant à relever les réponses manquantes ou incohérentes. 
Dans le cas des réponses incohérentes, il faut d'abord définir ce 
Les réponses 
invalides ou manquantes doivent ensuite être remplacées par 
des réponses valides, c'est-à-dire par des réponses qui sont 
compatibles avec les autres données figurant dans 
l'enregistrement. Dans un petit nombre de cas, il est possible de 
déduire la réponse correcte à partir des autres données de 
l'enregistrement. Toutefois, dans la majorité des cas, cela est 
impossible et on obtient une réponse valide à partir d'un 
enregistrement «donneur» prélevé au hasard parmi un groupe 
d’enregistrements cohérents qui sont pour un certain nombre de 
caractéristiques connexes similaires à celles de 
l'enregistrement invalide. Bien sûr, rien ne garantit que la valeur 
imputée sera nécessairement identique à la réponse correcte 
pour la personne concernée. Cependant, pour autant que les 
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enregistrements manquants ou invalides soient, en moyenne, 
Similaires aux enregistrements valides, les erreurs à 
l’imputation s’annuleront plus ou moins une fois que les 
résultats auront été totalisés pour une région géographique ou 
un sous—groupe de population de taille suffisante. 


Diverses études sont réalisées afin d'évaluer la qualité des 
réponses obtenues dans le cadre du recensement de 1991. 
Ainsi, on a calculé les taux de réponse et les taux de rejet au 
contrôle pour chaque question. Ces taux peuvent permettre de 
déterminer le potentiel de non-réponse et d'autres erreurs. De 
même, les totalisations établies à partir des données du 
recensement de 1991 ont été ou seront comparées avec les 
estimations correspondantes obtenues à partir des données des 
recensements précédents, des enquêtes-échantillon (comme 
l'Enquête sur la population active) et de divers dossiers 
administratifs (comme les registres des naissances et le 
cadastre municipal). Ces comparaisons peuvent permettre de 
cerner les problèmes de qualité éventuels ou, à tout le moins, de 
relever les divergences entre les sources. 


Outre ces comparaisons entre données agrégées, certaines 
études de couplage de microdonnées sont actuellement 
menées afin de comparer les réponses de certains particuliers 
obtenues au recensement à celles d'une autre source de 
renseignements. Pour un certain nombre de caractéristiques 
«Stables» (comme l’âge, le sexe, la langue maternelle, le lieu de 
naissance), on compare les réponses obtenues auprès d'un 
échantillon de personnes à l'occasion du recensement de 1991 
aux réponses obtenues des mêmes personnes à l’occasion du 
recensement de 1986.

En même temps, cela a permis aux intervieweurs de poser une 
série de questions détaillées sur la langue, l’origine ethnique et 
l’état matrimonial; les réponses données à ces questions seront 
comparées aux réponses correspondantes du recensement afin 
de reconnaître les erreurs de réponse et tenter de les 
comprendre. 


Notes spéciales 


Chiffres de population basés sur la résidence 
habituelle 


Les chiffres de population présentés ici pour les différentes 
régions géographiques indiquent le nombre de Canadiens qui y 
ont leur lieu habituel de résidence, sans égard au lieu où ils se 
trouvaient le jour du recensement. Sont également comptés les 
Canadiens séjournant dans un logement de la région en cause 
le jour du recensement et n'ayant pas de lieu habituel de 
résidence ailleurs au Canada, de même que ceux qui sont 
considérés comme des «résidents non permanents» (voir le 
nota au sujet de ce groupe). Dans la plupart des régions, il n'y 
a guère de différence entre le nombre de résidents habituels et 
le nombre de personnes séjournant dans la région le jour du 
recensement. Toutefois, dans certains endroits, comme les 
lieux de villégiature et les régions où sont situés des camps de 
Chantier importants, la différence entre ces deux chiffres peut 
être importante. 


Réserves indiennes et établissements indiens 
partiellement dénombrés 


Lors du recensement de 1991, le dénombrement n’a pas été 
autorisé sur certaines réserves indiennes et établissements 
indiens ou a dû être interrompu parce qu'on ne pouvait le mener 
à terme ou que la qualité des données recueillies a été jugée 
insuffisante, pour un total de 78 réserves indiennes et 
établissements indiens. Ces régions géographiques sont 
appelées les réserves indiennes et établissements indiens 
partiellement dénombrés. 


Les données de 1991 ne sont pas disponibles pour les réserves 
indiennes et les établissements indiens partiellement 
dénombrés et ne sont pas comprises dans les totalisations. Les 
données sur les régions géographiques ayant une ou plusieurs 
de ces réserves ou établissements font donc l’objet d’un nota 
approprié. En raison des données manquantes, les utilisateurs 
doivent prendre note que les comparaisons (p. ex., des 
variations en pourcentage) entre 1986 et 1991 né sont pas 
exactes pour les régions géographiques en cause. L'effet des 
données manquantes est très faible pour les régions 
géographiques de niveau plus élevé (Canada, provinces, 
régions métropolitaines de recensement et agglomérations de 
recensement) mais peut être plus important pour les petites 
régions où les réserves et établissements indiens en cause 
représentent une proportion plus grande de la population.

Une liste des réserves indiennes et des établissements indiens 
partiellement dénombrés figure à l'annexe 2. On a indiqué pour 
chacun la province, la division de recensement et, le cas 
échéant, la région métropolitaine de recensement ou 
l’agglomération de recensement (RMR/AR). 


Résidents non permanents 


Pour la première fois en 1991, le recensement de la population 
inclut à la fois les résidents permanents et les résidents non 
permanents. Les résidents non permanents comprennent les : 
titulaires d’un permis de séjour pour étudiants, d'un permis de 
travail, d'un permis ministériel et les revendicateurs du statut de 
réfugié. 

Lors des recensements antérieurs, seuis les résidents 
permanents du Canada étaient inclus dans le recensement 
(exception faite pour 1941). Les résidents non permanents 
étaient considérés comme des résidents étrangers et n'étaient 
pas dénombrés. 


Présentement au Canada, les résidents non permanents 


. forment un segment croissant de la population. Leur présence 


peut avoir une influence sur la demande de services 
gouvernementaux tels que les soins de santé, l'éducation, les 
programmes d'emploi et la formation linguistique. L'inclusion 
des résidents non permanents au recensement de 1991 
facilitera aussi la comparaison avec les statistiques provinciales 
et territoriales (mariages, divorces, naissances et décès) qui 
incluent cette population. En outre, la définition du recensement 
permet maintenant de mieux refléter la recommandation de 
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PONU, à savoir que les résidents à long terme {personnes 
demeurant dans un pays pour un an ou plus) soient dénombrés. 


Le total des chiffres de population, de même que ceux de toutes 
les Variables du questionnaire recueillies auprès de toute la 
population, p. ex., l’âge, le sexe, la langue maternelle et l’état 
matrimonial, seront touché par le changement de l'univers du 
recensement de 1991. Tant que les données sur l'immigration 
ne Seront pas publiées, il ne sera pas possible de savoir 
exactement jusqu'à quel point les différences observées dans 
les chiffres obtenus sont attribuables à l'inclusion des résidents 
non permanents ou à d'autres facteurs. Les utilisateurs doivent 
faire preuve d’une très grande prudence lorsqu'ils comparent 
des données de 1991 avec celles de recensements antérieurs 
pour des régions géographiques où la concentration de 
résidents non permanents est .importante. Celles-ci 
comprennent les principales régions métropolitaines de 
l'Ontario, du Québec et de la Colombie-Britannique. 


Même si tous les efforts possibles ont été déployés pour 
dénombrer les résidents non permanents, des facteurs tels que 
les problèmes linguistiques et la réticence à remplir un 
formulaire du gouvernement ou de comprendre l'utilité de leur 
participation peuvent influer sur le dénombrement de cette 
population. Les résidents non permanents ne peuvent être 
identifiés qu'au moyen du questionnaire complet, qui est rempli 


par 20 pour cent des ménages canadiens. Une estimation de la: 


taille de ce groupe de population ne pourra être obtenue avant 
la publication en décembre 1992 des données du recensement 
relatives à l'immigration.
